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COURSE  OVERVIEW

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MODULE  OVERVIEW 


Do  you  have  a part-time  job?  Over  the  next  few  years  the  world  of  work  will  be  an  increasingly 
important  part  of  your  life.  Many  students  look  for  a part-time  job  as  a source  of  spending  money. 
Unfortunately,  jobs  are  often  hard  to  find.  An  ability  to  communicate  in  French  opens  the  door  to 
many  interesting  and  fulfilling  careers  and  it  can  sometimes  be  handy  in  part-time  work  as  well. 

In  what  jobs  might  French  be  used?  Travel  agent,  airline  pilot,  flight  attendent,  radio  announcer, 
politician,  military  officer,  immigration  officer,  school  teacher,  RCMP  or  other  police  officer, 
entrepreneur,  federal  government  office  worker,  banker,  diplomat,  lawyer,  international  relief  agency 
worker,  social  worker  - in  fact,  any  of  the  helping  professions,  especially  those  that  require 
international  travel.  French  is  the  principal  language  of  many  countries  all  around  the  world.  Your 
job  may  take  you  to  any  one  of  them,  or  you  may  be  working  in  an  area  where  French  is  not  the  local 
language  but  is  the  lingua  franca  used  by  relief  agencies  such  as  La  Croix  Rouge  Internationale 
(International  Red  Cross)  based  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  or  Médecins  sans  frontières. 

In  the  meantime,  in  Module  3,  you  will  talk  about  part-time  jobs.  You  will  learn  the  names  of  some 
common  workplaces  and  of  duties  and  activities  that  relate  to  part-time  employment.  People  look 
forward  to  payday,  and  in  this  module  you  will  learn  about  cashing  your  paycheque,  and  making 
deposits  and  withdrawals  at  the  bank.  You  will  also  look  at  employment  application  forms  and  will 
practise  talking  about  work  schedules  and  duties.

Section  1 introduces  a new  theme:  the  world  of  work.  Whether  you  have  a part-time 
job  probably  depends  on  where  you  live,  your  financial  needs,  and  how  much  free 
time  you  have.  Maybe  you  live  on  a farm  where  you  do  chores  after  school,  or  in  a 
small  town  where  there  may  be  few  jobs  available  for  students.  The  students  of 
M.  Robillard’s  class  live  in  a city,  where  there  is  a wide  variety  of  part-time  jobs 
available.  Through  their  experiences,  you  will  learn  to  express  a lot  of  ideas  about 
the  world  of  work.  In  particular,  you  will  learn  about  work  places  and  some  of  the 
responsibilities  of  the  employees  who  work  there.  Alors,  commençons.  Let’s  begin.

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Travail  and  Travaille 

By  now,  you  will  have  noticed  two  words  that  look  very  similar,  but  are  not  used  in  the  same  way. 
They  both  mean  “work,”  but  one  is  a noun  and  the  other  is  a verb. 

When  travail  refers  to  the  name  of  a task,  it  is  a noun  and  its  ending  is  spelled  ail,  as  in  the  name 
of  this  module.  Au  travail.  The  name  of  the  action  that  the  students  are  doing  is  travaille. 

When  travaille  refers  to  the  name  of  an  action,  it  is  a verb  and  ends  with  aille.

Au,  À la,  Chez 

People  often  say,  “I  work  at  McDonald’s,”  or,  “I  work  at  the  Esso  service  station,”  or,  “I  work  at 
a clothing  store.”  The  word  at  is  a preposition.  The  French  equivalent  for  the  word  “at”  is  à. 
When  à precedes  the  determiner  le,  they  join  to  form  a new  word,  au.  When  à precedes  the 
determiner  les,  they  join  to  form  the  word  aux. 

For  instance,  people  may  say,  « Je  travaille  au  parc  » or,  « Je  travaiUe  à la  station-service,  » yet 
both  au  and  à la  mean  “at  the.”  The  difference  is  because  le  parc  is  masculine  singular  and  la 
station-service  is  feminine  singular.  If  you  work  at  more  than  one  park,  you  would  say,  « Je 
travaille  aux  parcs,  » since  les  parcs  is  plural. 

If  the  noun  which  follows  is  a proper  noun,  use  chez.  “I  work  at  Eaton’s”  is  Je  travaille  chez 
Eaton.  “I  work  at  McDonald’s”  is  Je  travaille  chez  McDonald's.

Mais  si... 

The  expression  mais  si  means  “but  of  course.”  It  is  an  affirmative  answer  which  is  used  only 
after  a negative  question.  Look  carefully  at  the  sentence  which  precedes  the  mais  si  answer. 

Nicole  says,  « Jamais  la  fin  de  semaine?  » (“Never  on  a weekend?”)  This  is  a negative 
question;  it  uses  the  word  “never.”  An  affirmative  question  would  ask,  “On  the  weekend,  too?” 
-«La  fin  de  semaine  aussi?  » - and  the  required  answer  would  then  be  mais  oui  instead  of  mais 
si.  Both  expressions  mean  “but  of  course,”  but  mais  oui  is  used  after  an  affirmative  question  and 
mais  si  is  used  after  a negative  question.

In  the  same  way,  the  word  for  “first”  also  has  a masculine  and  a feminine  form.  You  say  premier 
for  masculine  and  première  for  feminine. 

C'est  le  premier  jour  du  printemps.  (It  is  the  first  day  of  spring.) 

C*est  sa  première  voiture.  (This  is  his  first  car.) 

Note  that  the  word  “Premier”  is  used  in  English  for  the  “first”  minister  in  a government.
